^■^ments made at yesterday's session of the World 
Federation of Education Associations in Toronto Was 
that made by Mas Charlotte Whittoa. formerly Pri¬ 
vate Secretary to Hoi. Thomas Low, and now Cana¬ 
dian representative on the Child Welfare branch of 
the League of Nation. She pointed out that while 
there were at the present time a million and a half 
Canadian children in the publicly-controlled element¬ 
ary schools, there were only fifty medical inspectors 
who spent their full time in the school life of Canada. 
Mbs Whitton also informed her audience that there 
were only five hundred school nurses doing school in¬ 
spection and other school work as compared with 
sixty-eight thousand school teachers. Her observa¬ 
tions implied that she considered the school medical 
and nuking force to be inadequate to the country's 
needs, suggesting, ns one means of e s si s tanc e . the 
training of parents in the rules of health. To her 
mind this was necessary because the "day of the 
synthetic baby or beehive organization of society” has 
■ot yet arrived. 

The point made by Mies Whitton obviously is 
a vital one. Adequate instruction in health matters, 
should be considered just* as important a part of the 
school e u me u h i m as many of the subjects which the 
pupil is required to study. Not a few of the ailments 
which impair the health of the young man or young 
woman often owe their origin to seemingly unimportant 
mental or physical diso r d er s which begm to manifest 
themselves in school days. Some of these manifesta¬ 
tions very easily may pass unnoticed even under the 
most careful scrutiny; but with a more comprehensive 
parent*! knowledge of health matters, combined with 
adequate school inspection and supervision, the risk
